Washoe County has in previous years received an annual allocation of funds through the

Secure Rural Schools and Community Self-Determination Act of 2000 (SRS AcQ. The

program expired on September 30, 2014 andwas not reauthorized by Congress. Because

the SRS Act was not re-authorized,the 1908 Act now governs the distribution of
payments to states. The$4,732.07 is 50% of the total fiscal year2014 f9t-tl Service

dirt ibutioo allocated to Washoe County to be used for roads under the 1908 Act. The

other 50% will be provided to the Washoe County School District.
